Canada — Hamilton. — Month of November, 1910. Population, 
73,500. Total number of deaths from all causes 88, including diph- 
theria 1, tuberculosis 5. 

Cape Colony — Cape Town. — Three months ended September 30, 
1910. Population, 51,250. Total number of deaths from all causes 
374, including typhoid fever 2, measles 6, diphtheria 4. 

East Africa — Lourenco Marquez. — Month of October, 1910. 
Population, 10,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 45, in- 
cluding scarlet fever 1, tuberculosis 8. 

Great Britain. — Week ended November 19, 1910. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 77 great towns cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 15.5 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 16,940,895.

Ireland. — The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 17.9 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,151,790. The lowest rate was recorded at Sligo, viz, 
4.8, and the highest at Clonmel, viz, 30.8 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns correspond to 
an annual rate of 16.2 per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated 
at 1.891,936. The lowest rate was recorded at Perth, viz, 9.8, and 
the highest at Greenock, viz, 21.3 per 1,000. The total number of 
deaths from all causes was 588, including typhoid fever 6, measles 4, 
scarlet fever 5, diphtheria 8. 

Italy — Catania. — November 7 to December 1, 1910. Population, 
210,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 215, including 
smallpox 1, tuberculosis 9. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended November 26, 1910. Population, 
215,879. Total number of deaths from all causes 180, including 
typhoid fever 1, tuberculosis 5. 

St. Thomas. — Three months ended September 30, 1910. Popula- 
tion, 12,019. Total number of deaths from all causes 86, including 
typhoid fever 1, tuberculosis 9. 

Turkey— SaZomH.— Month of October, 1910. Population, 200,000. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 148, including typhoid fever 
20, tuberculosis 20.
